SUBSTITUTE FOR GUARANTY. 

Federal officials say that the sub- 
stitute for guaranty of deposite which 
should be adopted is provision of a 
stringent and rigid system of bank in- 
spection and examination. The more 
intelligent advocates of bank deposi 
guaranty reply that their plan should 
and would contain a provision for 
just such inspection and examination, 
that being necessarily an integral part 
of the scheme. Without such inspec- 
tion, they think, the government could 
not afford to take the risk invofved 
in the conduct of a guaranty plan in 
behalf of the banks. Such a plan 
would, according to them, be much 
easier if it were not coupled with the 
guaranty of deposits, since they as- 
sert that the latter would lead to bed 
banking and would make it to 
control the institutions. Indications 
point now to a renewal of the strug- 
gle in Congress, no matter how the 
elections may turn out. contest
